3 .  Guests 

Catherine  Chang,  from  the  Valencia  Street  project,  is  interested 
in  being  a  member  of  the  Tree  Advisory  Board. 


4.     Review  of  Action  Items 

No  action  items  were  reviewed. 


5.      Report  of  Urban  Forestry 

a.  Mel  distributed  the  remaining  framed  photos  of  Richard  Evans 
presenting  plaques  of  recognition  to  members  of  the  Tree  Board. 

b.  The  city-wide  tree  survey  is  nearly  complete.     The  gardeners 
from  the  Division  of  Urban  Forestry  have  been  working  on  the 
project  for  about  four  days.  There  are  only  four  maps  left  to 
finish. 

The  results  to  date  are  as  follows: 
Live  trees:  59,221 
Dead  trees:  3,218 

This  information  indicates  that  the  Division  of  Urban  Forestry 
maintains  about  one-third  of  the  trees  on  the  city  streets. 
After  the  final  figures  are  in  the  Board  and  the  Division  will 
come  up  with  appropriate  target  figures  for  the  number  of  trees 
to  be  planted  in  San  Francisco. 

Larry  Costello  brought  up  the  idea  that  numbers  of  trees  tell 
only  part  of  the  story.     The  range  of  sizes  of  the  tree  canopies 
should  also  be  considered.     Steve  Shotland  suggested  the  use  of 
aerial  photographs  to  help  determine  this  factor. 
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c.  The  Division  of  Urban  Forestry  will  be  using  $100,000  to 
plant  trees.  Mel  had  reported  at  the  last  meeting  that  this 
money  might  be  used  to  purchase  equipment. 

d.  Mel  Baker  and  Dan  McKenna  will  be  attending  the  Urban 
Forestry  Conference  in  Los  Angeles.     Consequently,  Mel  will  not 
be  at  the  next  Board  meeting. 

e.  Isabel  Wade,  Joan  Dekelboum  and  Mel  Baker  will  be  contacting 
the  City  Attorney  to  get  an  update  on  the  questions  previously 
posed  to  John  Roddy. 

f .  The  Valencia  Street  community  meeting  was  held  on  September 
26,  1991.  Jim  McGee  and  Carrie  Durkee  presented  a  slide  show  of 
potential  trees  for  planting  on  Valencia  Street. 

There  will  be  a  public  meeting  to  notify  all  parties  of  the 
project.     The  Board  would  like  the  opportunity  to  do  a 
presentation  at  the  meeting. 

The  Division  will  maintain  the  trees  once  they  are  planted. 

g.  Mel  is  still  working  to  get  the  four  trees  planted  at  24th 
and  Geary.     So  far,  he  has  not  been  able  to  get  a  commitment  from 
the  owner  to  water  the  trees. 

h.  A  decision  has  been  made  to  remove  two  trees  in  front  of  the 
Australian  Consulate  at  3580  Jackson  Street. 


6.     Report  of  Chairperson 

a.     Isabel  has  been  working  on  a  way  to  get  trees  planted  that 
were  killed  by  the  freeze.     John  Roumbanis,  Mel  Baker,  Clifford 
Janoff  and  Isabel  Wade  met  to  work  out  a  process  to  get 
replacement  trees  planted  for  the  trees  that  died  in  the  frost. 
Using  the  data  that  has  been  collected,  and  the  planning  of  the 
coalition  formed,  a  press  conference  can  be  held  to  solicit  money 
to  support  the  project.     The  target  for  fund  raising  is  $85,000. 


7.     Committee  Reports

b .  Management 

Joan  Dekelboum  reported  that  the  committee  met  with  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection,  Sidewalk  Inspection,  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric,  and  the  Water  Department.     The  result  of  these  meetings 
has  been  the  formation  of  the  Sidewalk  Task  Force.     The  meetings 
have  pointed  out  a  number  of  items  that  need  to  be  attended  to;

Larry  Costello  suggested  that  we  pursue  the  idea  of  contracting 
out  the  project  and  creating  a  Landmark  Tree  book.  The  proceeds 
of  the  book  may  be  used  as  a  stimulus  for  a  city-wide  project 
after  the  book  has  been  published. 

Harold  Haringhi  suggested  we  contact  the  Management  Center  for 
ideas  on  what  companies  might  be  interested  in  such  a  project. 

8.     Letters  Received 

David  Cardinas  wrote  a  letter  to  the  effect  that  two  trees  have 
been  drastically  pruned  at  the  location  that  used  to  be  the  Surf 
Theater.     One  is  recovering;  and  the  other  seems  to  be  in  serious 
decline.     What  can  be  done? 

Obviously,  the  problem  of  citing  the  property  owner  for  such  an 
offense  was  raised  again.     The  importance  of  developing  a 
satisfactory  procedure  to  follow  was  brought  into  focus  again. 

The  need  for  public  education  was  highlighted  again. 


9.     Other  Business 

Isabel  suggested  that  the  Division  send  out  a  letter  to  the 
cement  contractors  about  the  guidelines  for  tree  basins  and 
cement  replacement  near  trees. 


10.    Action  Items

Tom  Karnes,  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Accessibility 
Task  Force,  attended  the  meeting  to  discuss  the  Tree  Board's  proposal 
and  interest  in  creating  a  Sidewalk  Task  Force.

Melanie  Shain  expressed  interest  in  creating  and  distributing  a  multilingual 
flyer  on  the  value  and  importance  of  trees  in  an  urban  environment.  She  has 
targeted  the  Richmond  District  as  her  starting  point. 


4.     URBAN  FORESTRY  DIVISION  REPORT 

A.       Proposition  D  (Graffiti  and  Beautif ication  Ordinance) . 

The  Division  will  support  neighborhood-sponsored  beautif ication 
projects.     One  such  project  is  the  proposal  made  by  SLUG  to 
landscape  the  unimproved  portion  of  Mayflower  Street  in  the  Bernal 
Heights  District. 


The  Haight-Ashbury  Improvement  Association  is  making  proposals 
for: 

1.  Planting  empty  tree  pits  and  adding  new  trees  along 
Divisadero  Street  between  Haight  and  Fell. 

2.  Planting  trees  and  shrubs  in  the  median  strip. 

The  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning  will  apply  for  Proposition  D  funding 
to  purchase  street  cleaning  tools  and  materials  for  the  Broom 
Brigade. 

B.  North  Point  Center 

Thirteen  of  the  sixteen  trees  that  were  removed  from  the  Center  (Bay 
Street  at  Powell)  have  been  replaced.     The  developer  is  opposed  to 
planting  any  additional  trees  along  Bay.     However,  he  has  agreed  to 
purchase  and  donate  three  trees  that  will  be  planted  elsewhere  in  the 
neighborhood. 

C.  Sheriff's  Department  Proposal 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  has  received  a  draft  of  the  proposal 
from  the  Sheriff's  Department  regarding  the  inter-agency  agreement  to 
hire  twelve  workers  from  the  Sheriff's  Horticultural  Training  Program. 
Public  Works  will  work-order  approximately  $45,000  of  the  $100,000  it 
received  from  the  Transportation  Authority  to  the  Sheriff's  Department 
once  an  agreement  is  reached. 

D.  Environmental  Enhancement  and  Mitigation  Program 

Melvin  Baker  circulated  a  copy  of  the  proposal  that  the  City  has 
submitted  to  the  State  Environmental  Enhancement  and  Mitigation 
Program  seeking  funding  for  street  and  median  trees  that  will  be 
planted  along  the  Embarcadero  Roadway. 

E.  Freeze  Project 

The  Division  removed  the  first  of  its  frost-damaged  trees  on  February 
6th;  we  will  be  responsible  for  removing  approximately  550  of  the 
3,500  dead  trees  that  were  identified  in  the  survey.     Supervisor  Kevin 
Shelly  and  members  of  the  media  were  present  for  the  beginning  of  the 
removal  and  replacement  program.     Also  present  were  TAB  members  Isabel 
Wade  and  Joan  Dekelboum;  Scott  Shoaf ,  DPW  Deputy  Director  for 
Operations;  and  John  Roumbanis,  Superintendent,  BSC/UF. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  CHAIR 

A.       Isabel  Wade  read  the  response  she  received  from  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Julia  Ten  Eyck  regarding  tree-related  issues.     They  will  continue 
to  work  together  on  Ordinance  enforcement. 


B. 


Ms.  Wade  met  with  Supervisors  Migden  and  Achtenberg  to  discuss 
Proposition  B  funding  for  tree  planting  and  other  urban  forestry 
activities . 


C.  The  creation  of  a  City-wide  Assessment  District  was  discussed  with 
several  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     They  do  not  believe  the 
idea  will  be  a  popular  one  with  the  voters.     However,  Ms.  Wade  will 
continue  to  work  toward  the  creation  of  Assessment  Districts  as  a 
possible  alternative  to  tree  planting  and  maintenance  in  targeted 
areas  of  the  City. 

D.  The  Chair  will  send  a  letter  to  the  new  Director  of  Public  Works  once 
the  appointment  is  made.     She  would  like  to  meet  with  him/her  to 
discuss  the  possibility  of  creating  a  Sidewalk  Task  Force,  Proposition 
B  funding,  and  other  related  urban  forestry  issues. 

6.  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

There  were  no  committee  reports. 

7.  LETTERS  RECEIVED.

8.  OTHER  BUSINESS 

Brian  Fewer  would  like  to  see  the  Education  Committee  take  on  the  task  of 
developing  educational  material  on  proper  tree  maintenance.     He  stated  that 
many  trees  are  being  destroyed  as  a  result  of  poor  pruning.     Mr.  Fewer  also 
mentioned  that  the  Board  should  pursue  the  tree  maintenance  video  again  with 
Alex  Mamak.

INTRODUCTION  OF  GUESTS 

Susan  Albrecht  of  Urban  Forestry  was  introduced  as  the  secretary  for  the 
meeting . 


ACTION  ITEMS 


A.  There  was  general  discussion  of  poor  pruning  practices  regarding  street 
trees.     Several  suggestions  were  made  for  dealing  with  the  problem, 
including  a  grant-funded  public  education  campaign  by  Friends  of  the 
Urban  Forest.     Mel  Johnson  feels  the  present  U.F.  Ordinance  is  too 
vague;  he  would  like  to  see  ISA  pruning  standards  incorporated  in  it  and 
some  actual  enforcement.       Some  questions  that  were  raised:   to  whom 
would  poor  pruning  practices  be  reported?  is  there  staff  to  handle  this 
task?  would  a  tree  maintenance  permit  be  desirable? 


It  was  decided  that  Portland,  Oregon  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio  would  be 
contacted  to  see  how  they  run  their  model  street  tree  programs.  Also, 
Santa  Barbara  should  be  contacted  as  they  have  the  same  mix  we  do:  part 
City-maintained  street  trees  and  part  privately-maintained  street  trees. 
Dan  McKenna  suggested  that  in  regard  to  licensing  for  pruning,  each 
prospective  licensee  could  submit  three  examples  of  his/her  work.  The 
ideal  would  be  for  the  City  to  trim  all  street  trees. 


B.  We  were  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  permission  from  BBI  to  have  planting/ 
removal  applications  available  at  450  McAllister  because  we  don't  charge 
a  fee.     Solutions  ranged  from  charging  a  nominal  fee  to  satisfy  BBI 
requirements  to  approaching  John  E.  Cribbs,  Director  of  Public  Works,  to 
reverse  this  decision.     The  general  consensus  was  that  charging  a  fee 
might  have  an  adverse  impact  upon  property  owners'  willingness  to  plant 
new  trees. 

C.  Joan  Dekelboum  presented  next  year's  l/2c  sales  tax  tree  planting  plan 
she  has  been  working  on  with  Mel  Baker.     According  to  the  plan,  the 
first  priority  streets  are:  Mission,  Third  Street  (complete),  San  Jose, 
Ocean,  Geneva,  Monterey  (complete),  and  Geary  (complete). 

URBAN  FORESTRY  REPORT 

A.  Public  Hearings 

A  Hearing  will  be  conducted  on  July  10,   1992  to  discuss  the  removal  of 
four  (4)  Eucalyptus  ficifolia  trees  at  2320  Green  Street.  Joan 
Dekelboum  will  attend  to  speak  against  removal  of  the  trees. 

On  July  17th,  a  Hearing  will  be  held  to  consider  a  request  by  the  24th 
Street  Revitalization  Committee  to  plant  nine  (9)  Palm  trees  at  various 
locations  along  Mission  Street  between  22nd  and  24th  Streets,  and  twelve 
(12)  Palm  trees  along  the  24th  Street  corridor,  between  Mission  and 
Harrison  Streets.     Isabel  Wade  will  try  to  attend. 

The  June  20th  Hearing  for  the  Lombard  Street  Project  was  continued  to 
July  24th.     The  Division  has  been  in  contact  with  merchants  and  property 
owners  in  the  area  and  hopes  to  have  this  issue  settled  at  the  July  24th 
Hearing.     A  consensus  as  to  species  has  not  yet  been  reached,  but  Palms 
are  definitely  eliminated  from  consideration.     Joan  Dekelboum  will 
attend  this  Hearing  on  behalf  of  TAB. 

B.  U.C.  Training 

The  10-week  course  offered  by  the  University  of  California  was  quite 
successful  and  enjoyed  by  both  new  and  senior  employees.     DPW  expects 
to  offer  similar  training  during  FY  92/93.     The  question  was  raised  as 
to  whether  the  classes  could  be  opened  to  persons  other  than  DPW 
employees.     John  Roumbanis  said  it  might  be  possible  to  arrange. 

D.  CalTrans  Lots 

The  Division  is  now  contracting  with  CalTrans  to  clean  the  majority  of 
their  lots  in  the  City.     The  service  includes  litter  removal  and  tree 
and  landscape  maintenance. 


E. 


Work  Performance 


During  FY  91/92,  the  Division  pruned  approximately  4,000  trees  and  made 
about  1,400  inspections.     Our  target  for  pruning  is  still  2.7  hours;  for 
inspections,   .20  hours.     The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  U.F. 
should  place  doorhangers  on  each  doorknob  notifying  residents  of  the 
intent  to  prune  the  Division's  trees.     No  decision  was  reached. 

6.  REPORT  FORM  THE  CHAIR 

Isabel  Wade  reported  that  an  $11,000  grant  has  been  received  from  America 
the  Beautiful.     The  money  is  to  be  used  for:   (1)  preparing  a  State  of  the 
Urban  Forest  Report;   (2)  multi-cultural  outreach  programs;   (3)  hiring  Tom 
Pehrson  to  work  with  data  relating  to  frozen  trees;  and  (4)  associated 
printing  costs.     Funds  must  be  expended  by  the  middle  of  November,  1992. 
The  first  priority  will  be  to  obtain  the  services  of  someone  to  initiate 
contact  with  the  Chinese  community  and  translate  the  U.F.  Report. 

DPW/TAB  will  receive  $600,000  for  trees  from  the  l/2c  sales  tax:  $300,000 
for  planting;  $300,000  for  maintenance. 

It  has  been  arranged  for  the  president  of  S.F.  Beautiful,  the  president 
of  FUF,  and  Isabel  Wade  to  meet  with  Supervisor  Shelley  next  week  to 
discuss  several  issues,  including  the  sidewalk  taskforce,  enforcing  tree 
planting  requirements  for  new  construction,  and  getting  privately-owned 
street  trees  recorded  on  the  3R  report  through  the  Recorder's  Office. 

The  plan  for  mandatory  planting  at  time  of  sale  was  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Realtors  with  negative  results.     S.F.  Beautiful  supports  the  idea  in 
general  but  feels  that  perhaps  now  is  not  the  time. 

Ms.  Wade  related  her  experiences  in  addressing  the  Global  Forum  of  the 
Environmental  Conference  held  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  the  topic  Poor  Women 
in  the  Urban  Environment.     She  does  not  feel  optimistic  about  progress  in 
the  world  environmental  situation.     Several  key  issues,  including 
population,  were  specifically  left  off  the  agenda.     She  also  sensed  a  deep 
division  between  women  in  emerging  countries  and  those  in  developed 
countries  regarding  women's  choice  in  determining  family  size  and  the 
perception  that  developed  countries  use  more  than  their  share  of  the 
world's  resources.     Ms.  Wade  made  the  observation  that  although  women 
participate  freely  at  the  grassroots  level  in  programs  for  social  action 
and  change,  their  visibility  tends  to  lessen  as  a  program's  ideas  and  goals 
become  more  accepted  and  part  of  the  mainstream.     She  suggested  urging  all 
environmental  groups  to  encourage  having  women  on  their  boards  and  in 
leadership  roles.

C .  Tree  Corps.

Department  Horticultural  Program. 

D.  Serv-a-Thon 

DPW  will  participate  in  the  Serv-a-Thon  project  scheduled  for  Saturday, 
September  26th.     Urban  Forestry  personnel  and  volunteers  will  plant  trees, 
shrubs,  and  groundcover  at  the  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard/Brotherhood  Way 
Interchange.     Work  will  also  be  done  at  the  Twin  Peaks  Observation  Point. 

E.  24th  Street/Mission 

Palm  trees  originally  intended  for  Lombard  Street  have  been  planted  in  the 
Mission/24th  Street  corridor. 

F.  6th  Street 

The  Urban  Forestry  Division  has  received  an  offer  of  one  hundred  trees  for 
6th  Street  (Brannan  to  Market)  from  a  private  donor. 

G.  Lombard  Street 

Meetings  are  continuing  with  Marina  neighbors  regarding  trees  species  for 
Lombard  Street. 


REPORT  FROM  THE  CEAIR 

A.  TAB  is  working  toward  completion  of  its  America  the  Beautiful  grant.

8.     OTHER  BUSINESS 


A.  Landscaping  issues  at  Housing  Authority  locations  were  discussed.  Mel 
Baker  suggested  that  assigning  General  Assistance  participants  and  SWAP 
workers  to  do  basic  landscaping  at  these  sites  might  encourage  more 
interest  and  result  in  fewer  problems  with  housing  project  landscaping.

A.  TAB  will  contact  Recreation  and  Park  and  City  College  regarding  poor  tree 
pruning  at  City  College.     Better  education  of  tree  trimmers  and  City 
standards  as  found  in  the  Urban  Forestry  Management  Plan  will  be  stressed. 

B.  The  Redevelopment  Agency,  City  Planning,  Recreation  and  Park,   and  FUF  will 
be  invited  to  a  meeting  to  discuss  a  long-term  planting  plan  for  the  City. 

C.  TAB  will  send  a  letter  to  DPW  Director  John  Cribbs  regarding  the  current 
Hearing  procedures  on  trees  with  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  Hearing  Officers  should  be  trained. 

2.  Highest  consideration  should  be  given  to  Urban  Forestry  staff 
opinion  or  recommendation  at  the  Hearing. 

3.  Enforcement  should  be  consistent. 

4.  Coordination  with  sidewalk  inspectors  should  be  improved  to  help 
reduce  tree  removal  requests  and  the  need  for  tree  Hearings. 

D.  TAB  is  requesting  DPW  to  provide  new  stationary  with  current  names  and  an 
up-dated  list  of  members  and  their  telephone  and  FAX  numbers. 

E.  A  letter  will  be  sent  to  the  CAO  regarding  failure  to  replace  trees  in 
front  of  Moscone  Center  on  Howard  Street.

There  were  no  corrections  to  the  September  minutes. 

3.  INTRODUCTION  OF  GUESTS 

Denise  Brady  and  Vitaly  Troyan  from  DPW's  Public  Services  were 
introduced . 

4.  REVIEW  OF  ACTION  ITEMS 

A.     Tree  Trimming  at  City  College 

Isabel  Wade  reported  that  she  had  spoken  with  Recreation  and  Park 
about  the  topped  Eucalyptus  trees  at  City  College.     She  was  told  the 
recent  trimming  was  done  to  match  other  trees  at  that  location.  Dan 
McKenna  said  that  when  this  type  of  tree  is  topped,   topping  must 
continue;  allowing  the  tree  to  grow  naturally  would  present  a  severe 
safety  hazard. 

Brian  Fewer  suggested  that  new  Eucalyptus  could  be  interplanted  with 
the  present  trees.     Then,   as  the  new  trees  reached  an  appropriate 
size,   the  old  ones  could  be  removed.     A  letter  will  be  sent  to  James 
Cooney  of  Recreation  and  Park  with  this  recommendation.     A  copy  will 
be  sent  to  Grounds  and  Facilities  at  City  College. 


B.  Long-Term  Planting  Plan 


The  Redevelopment  Agency,  City  Planning,  Recreation  and  Park,  FUF, 
and  TAB  met  to  discuss  a  long-term  planting  plan  for  the  City.  It 
was  decided  to  show  the  planting  areas  by  these  other  groups  on  the 
TAB  map  prepared  by  Joan  Dekelboum  and  Mel  Johnson. 

Redevelopment  has  funds  to  re-plant  dead  trees  on  their  land. 
Therefore,  Prop.  B  funds  will  no  longer  be  used  for  this  purpose. 
An  invoice  will  be  sent  to  Redevelopment  for  reimbursement  of  funds 
already  expended  for  Tree  Corps,   activity  on  their  sites. 

Stephen  Shotland  asked  if  the  Housing  Authority  might  have  similar 
funds  available.     Discussion  revealed  that  Urban  Forestry  does  some 
work  for  the  Authority  although  there  are  no  funds  to  reimburse  the 
Division. 

An  investigation  will  be  made  into  possible  additional  sources  of 
Federal  funds  for  tree-related  activities.     The  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Development  might  be  able  to  provide  some  information  in 
that  regard. 

Ann  Halsted  was  suggested  by  Vitaly  Troyan  as  a  person  who  might  be 
approached  in  an  attempt  to  involve  the  Port  Authority  in  funding 
work  on  streets  along  Fishermen's  Wharf. 

C .  Tree  Hearing  Procedures 

The  letter  to  John  E.   Cribbs,  Director  of  Public  Works,  regarding 
Hearing  Officers  has  not  yet  been  sent.     It  was  decided  it  should 
include  specific  guidelines  for  Hearing  Officers  to  follow.  Dan 
McKenna  and  Mel  Johnson  will  prepare  a  draft  of  guidelines  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  next  month. 

D.  TAB  Stationary 

The  Tree  Board  stationary  needs  to  be  re-designed  and  updated  to 
show  names  of  current  members.     Cathy  Marcum  volunteered  that  the 
Jail  Printing  Class  could  do  the  project  if  it  were  not  too 
complicated.     Re-cycled  paper  will  be  used.     Dan  McKenna  will  work 
on  the  new  design. 

E .  Trees  at  Moscone  Center 

The  letter  to  the  CAO  about  replacing  trees  in  front  of  Moscone 
Center  will  be  sent.     FUF  will  also  be  writing  him  on  the  same 
sub j  ect . 

A  question  was  raised  about  landscaping  for  the  new  Museum  of 
Modern  Art;  Stephen  Shotland  stated  that  "significant"  landscaping 
plans  are  in  progress. 


URBAN  FORESTRY  REPORT 


A.  Tree  Corps 

Funds  for  the  Tree  Corps,  are  in  place  and  activities  will  begin 
very  soon.     Urban  Forestry  will  be  providing  a  3418  Gardener 
Supervisor  to  work  with  the  counsellor  from  the  Sheriff's  Dept.  UF 
will  also  provide  2  crew  cabs,  one  for  the  3418  and  one  for  the 
counsellor;  five  program  participants  will  be  assigned  to  each  crew 
cab . 

It  was  felt  there  is  a  need  for  a  plan  for  continuing  watering  and 
maintenance  of  the  newly-planted  trees.     Dan  McKenna  will  take  that 
up  with  Mel  Baker. 

B.  TAB  Work 

Tom  Pehrson  has  been  awarded  a  $1,240  contract  to  do  computer- 
related  work  for  the  Tree  Board. 

C.  6th  Street  Planting  * 

Urban  Forestry  plans  to  plant  100  trees  donated  by  Carl  Pearlstein 
of  the  Flower  Mart  along  6th  Street  from  Market  to  Brannan;  planting 
from  Folsom  to  Market  will  be  limited  because  of  basements.  The 
species  has  not  be  chosen  but  Gingko  or  Platanus  are  being 
considered.     A  Public  Hearing  will  be  held  on  October  30th  and  TAB 
presence  would  be  welcome.     The  Flower  Mart  was  proposed  as  an 
appropriate  place  to  hold  the  dedication  ceremony;  perhaps  a  brass 
plaque  thanking  Mr.  Pearlman  could  be  installed  in  the  sidewalk. 

FUF  will  be  planting  72  trees  on  Brannan,   Stillman,   2nd  and  4th 
Streets  on  October  24th,  which  should  stimulate  public  interest  in 
the  area. 

D.  Palms 

The  Palm  project  on  Mission  Street  continues.  Plans  are  for  a  total 
of  10  Palms  between  22nd  and  23rd  Streets. 

E .  Marina/Lombard 

This  situation  is  still  unresolved;  a  tree  species  has  not  yet  been 
chosen  by  the  various  neighborhood  groups. 

F.  Serve-a-Thon 

There  was  a  successful  Serv-a-Thon  planting  at  the  Brotherhood  Way 
cloverleaf.     Further  area  improvement  might  include  interesting  the 
churches  at  the  other  end  of  Brotherhood  Way  in  planting  gardens. 


G.  Van  Ness  Improvement  Project 


Urban  Forestry  is  working  with  America  the  Beautiful  and  the  owners 
and  residents  of  Daniel  Burnham  Court  on  a  project  to  improve  the 
median  strip  on  Van  Ness  Avenue;   information  sheets  were  handed  out 
describing  the  plan. 

H.  Proposition  111 

It  was  brought  out  that  Urban  Forestry  could  apply  for  State  funds 
through  Proposition  111  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  other  groups. 
FUF  is  already  applying  for  a  grant  for  planting  along  the  feeder 
streets  leading  to  the  Embarcadero.     San  Francisco  can  file  multiple 
applications  for  a  variety  of  projects. 

Denise  Brady  mentioned  that  an  argument  can  be  made  that 
formerly  traveling  through  the  City  on  overhead  freeways 
the  streets  (because  some  freeways  are  now  closed  or  non 
and  impacting  traffic  patterns,   the  environment,  etc.
